I have  the  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  Year 
1944.  The  report  has  been  materially  shortened,  and  in  accordance 
with  Circular  10/44  (Wales)  many  items  have  been  omitted  entirely. 
Generally,  it  has  been  restricted  to  Vital  Statistics  and  brief  com- 
ments on  vital  matters. 


The  progress  of  Housing  and  Sewerage  Schemes  which  would 
have  materially  benefitted  the  population  and  which  would  tend  to  an 
improvement  in  their  health,  have  been  postponed  owing  to  War 
conditions.  However,  the  preparation  of  all  Schemes  are  nearly,  in 
every  instance,  ready  where  circumstances  permit. 

The  health  of  the  population  was  good  and  there  was  no 
epidemic  of  infectious  disease,  indeed,  the  figures  show  a reduction 
in  the  number  of  cases  notified. 
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Diphtheria. 

No  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  reported  during  the  year.  Since 
Immunisation  commenced  there  has  been  a continual  decline  in  the 
number  of  cases  reported. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Twenty  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  reported  against  thirty-five 
in  1943. 

There  were  no  charges  for  Hospital  treatment  for  cases  of 
Infectious  Diseases  during  1944. 

Tuberculosis. 

Forty-seven  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  reported  during  the 
year,  being  an  increase  in  new  cases  of  ten  above  those  reported  in 
1943.  The  tables  will  show  more  detailed  information  about  these 
cases. 

Other  Infectious  Diseases. 

There  was  a marked  reduction  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Measles 
reported,  twenty-five  cases  against  188  cases  notified  for  1943. 

Pneumonia,  Whooping  Cough  and  Chicken  Pox  remained  about 
the  same  level  as  last  year.  Comparative  figures  will  be  shown  in 
the  statistical  tables. 

Water  Supply. 

The  Council  are  a constituent  Authority  of  the  Abertillery  and 
District  Water  Board.  The  water  supplied  from  the  Grwyne-fawr 
Reservoir  is  augmented  from  local  supplies.  The  water  has  been 
excellent  in  quality  and  apart  from  the  short  period  of  dry  weather 
during  the  spring  and  summer,  when  the  water  was  cut  off  for  some 
time,  the  supply  was  sufficient.  With  the  exception  of  a few 
outlying  farms  and  cottages,  all  premises  are  supplied  by  the  Water 
Board. 

Scavenging. 

The  work  continues  to  be  done  by  two  Contractors,  who  have 
been  working  under  difficult  labour  conditions.  On  the  whole  the 
work  has  been  done  satisfactorily. 

There  has  been  complaitns  of  promiscuous  tipping  in  many  parts 
of  the  district,  although  residents  have  been  requested  to  put  their 
refuse  in  proper  receptacles  the  position  has  not  improved.  Tipping 
space  at  Pentwynmawr  and  Cwmcarn  is  limited  and  a suitable  site 
should  be  looked  for  where  controlled  tipping  could  be  carried  out, 
obviating  offensive  smells,  flies,  and  unslightly  refuse. 

Housing. 

The  provision  of  an  adequate  number  of  new  houses  has  become 
a necessity  in  the  immediate  future,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  proposals 
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for  such  houses  will  be  approved  by  the  Ministry  so  that  an  early 
start  can  be  made  with  their  erection  as  soon  as  the  War  position 
allows. 

A large  number  of  families  are  living  under  overcrowded 
conditions,  chiefly  owing  to  growing  families  residing  in  Apartments. 

Repairs  to  unfit  houses  have  been  difficult  owing  to  shortage  of 
materials,  slates  and  rain-water  troughing  being  in  very  short  supply. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  position  will  improve  soon  so  that  damp  houses 
can  be  made  fit  and  dry.  The  overcrowding  standard  should  be 
revised  and  the  accommodation  of  a house  should  be  based  on 
sleeping-room  capacity.  It  would  also  be  an  advantage  if  a modern 
standard  of  fitness  was  fixed. 

Sewers  and  Drains. 

No  new  sewers  have  been  constructed  during  the  year.  Sewers 
are  necessary  at  : — 

The  Graig  Bungalows,  Cwmcarn. 

Croespenmaen  and  Pentrepeod. 

The  Sewer  at  the  Pant,  Newbridge,  and  that  leading  from 
Trinant  need  to  be  reconstructed.  The  sewers  and  drains  at  Crumlin 
have  to  be  carefully  watched  owing  to  subsidence. 

Rats  and  Mice  Destruction. 

A poisoning  campaign  to  destroy  rats  in  sewers  was  commenced 
in  October  with  very  good  results.  Every  manhole  in  the  district 
was  baited  for  a week  and  there  were  many  successful  takes.  'Surface 
baiting  of  Canal  and  River  banks  is  regularly  carried  out.

SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


I beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  31st  December, 
1944. 

Housing. 

General  repairs  to  houses  have  been  carried  out  in  most  cases 
where  the  Owners  have  been  notified.  Difficulty  has  been  experi- 
enced in  some  cases  owing  to  the  shortage  of  labour  and  materials; 
these  cases  have  been  followed  up  and  the  Owners  pressed  to  have 
the  work  completed. 

Overcrowding  has  greatly  increased  during  the  year,  chiefly  on 
account  of  the  large  number  of  families  in  apartments.  Refugees 
from  the  London  areas  aggravated  the  position,  and  it  was  found 
necessary  to  requisition  Religious  premises  to  house  some  of  the 
larger  families. 

Provision,  Butchers’  Shops,  Fried  Fish  Shops,  Cafes  and 
Ice  Cream  Shops. 

All  the  above  premises  are  regularly  visited  and  conditions  were 
found  to  be  generally  good.  Food  was  inspected  and  a list  of  various 
foodstuffs  which  it  was  found  necessary  to  condemn  will  be  found 
in  tabular  form  under  the  heading  “ Meat  and  Food  Inspection.” 

Cinemas. 

There  are  five  Cinemas  for  the  Area.  All  are  kept  scrupulously 
clean;  the  Sanitary  Convenience  in  one  was  found  to  be  defective; 
this  was  remedied  on  the  Occupier’s  attention  being  drawn  to  it.

THe  work  is  done  by  two  Contractors  and  generally  speaking 
the  work  is  done  well.  In  several  localities  if  the  householders  would 
co-operate  the  district  could  be  kept  in  a much  cleaner  condition  and 
much  of  the  promiscuous  tipping  could  be  avoided. 

Evacuation. 

During  the  Flying  Bomb  attack  on  'Southern  England,  we  dealt 
with  over  1,100  Evacuees;  400  in  one  organised  party.  They  were 
billeted  generally  in  private  houses  and  the  local  householders  proved 
to  be  very  helpful  in  coming  to  the  assistance  of  the  Council  by  taking 
these  people  into  their  homes.

Dairies  and  Cowsheds  were  regularly  inspected  and  found  to  be 
satisfactory. 

307  Milk  Samples  were  taken  and  examined  under  the  National 
Milk  Testing  and  Advisory  Scheme.  With  few  exceptions  the 
samples  showed  that  the  milk  was  produced  under  hygiene  con- 
ditions. The  exceptional  cases  were  dealt  with  by  the  County  War 
Agricultural  Executive  Committee.  Milk  supplied  from  outside 
sources  has  been  the  cause  of  complaints;  action  was  taken  and  one 
Wholesale  Dairy  remodelled  its  plant.  Efforts  have  been  made  with 
all  Wholesalers  supplying  milk  to  the  Area  to  maintain  fresher 
supplies  and  to  ensure  that  churns  are  efficiently  sterilized.  Samples 
of  milk  were  also  taken  for  bacterial  examination. 


Meat  and  Food  Inspection. 

No  cattle  were  slaughtered  for  sale  in  any  of  the  Slaughter-houses 
in  the  District.  Pigs  for  local  consumption  are  killed  in  two  slaughter- 
houses— one  at  Abercarn  and  one  at  Cwmcarn.  Fresh  killed  meat 
is  brought  from  Brynmawr,  and  although  it  is  inspected  there,  it  is 
sometimes  found  necessary  to  condemn  portions  of  carcases.
